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On Fobxruary 23, 1965, the Dallas Office of the 
Federal Bureau of Invastlsatlon received a telephone call from 
Mrs. C. V. Garwood, 1215 Lunar Lano, Dallas , Texas . Mrs. 

Garwood furnished the following information: 

Sho stated that she had Just finished reading "World’s 
Most Wanted Criminal" in tho March, 19G5 issue of the Reader’s 
Digest. She said that tho article concornod Martin Boroann 
nnd an offer by tho public prosocutor OX the State Of Hesse, 

West Germany of $25,000 for inf oma tion loading to the arrest 
of Bormann. Mrs, Garwood was quite certain that a former neigh- 
bor of her 3 is identical with Martin Bormann. 

• She advised that from some tin© in 1961 to tho last V 
day of .June, 1963 a man sho know by the name of Bsrald Kramer 
rented a furnished apartment at 1203 Lunar Lane, DhRas, Texas, 
with his wife, Martha, son Edward, who was three and one-half 
years old and was boxm in lUlsa, CMclaboaa, and son Brie, who 
was bom on January 5, 1963, at Baylor H^pltal, Dallas. 

Mrs. Garwood said sho was convinced that Kramer was 
Eormann because ho "fits perfectly" tho description set forth 
in the Reader’s Digest article. She said that Kramer had a 
thick o«»T ni^n -typft accent evcn though ho claimed ho had been 
bom in Brazil. She described Kramer as being between sixty- 
one wTTid sixty- two years old, five feet six Inches tall, "very 
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a.toplng and rounded uhoulders," ;iolldly built, fanrtm eyes 
"whiclx wore quit© oxproaa Ion loan,’* wo.^.s^ht of about one 
hundred and eighty pounds , Iwild except for a frli^e of darls 
brovn hair, "oquaro handSv” a doop voice, and had a pasty, 
waxy cosiploxlon . 

tniilo tCrajaar was In Dallas, ifrs. Garwood stated that 
ho worked as a pathologist with a Dr, Peri*y at Baylor Hospital. 
She said tlxat Kramer was "well-suited for that kind of work 
because of his total lack of humanity." She also quo tod 
Kraioor's wife, .Uai'tha, as saying that ’'my husband Is so uncompoa 
sioxmte - he has no fooling for the dead." 

lira. Garwood cioaorlbod Mnrtha Krtimor as being about 
five feet two Inchos tall, weighing: about ono hundred and twenty 
pounds, very black 'nair, brown eyes, "heavy legs’,’ and having 
a veiry swoot and pretty face. Sho said she was not sure of 
Martha’s age but thought it '.o be in the late thirties. Martha 
was Spanish in appearance , spoke Portuguese and English languages 
and was bora in Brazil, Jlrs. Garwood advised. MbHo llvlxxg in 
Dallas, Martha worked as a scrub nurse in surgery at Baylor 
Hospital. She said that Martha often told her she was afraid 
of Evzld and one eveolng, under apparent emotional stress, said 
to her "I could tell you so many things and I have a good mind 
to." Martha did not elaborate any further except to say to 
Mrs. Garwood that "if sooothing happens to Swnld or I, 

please take care of the children." She felt Jlartha trusted 
her because she often took care of Martha’s chlldr«i and did 
the Kramer’s laundir. 

Martha told Mrs. Garwood that she vas bom in Brazil 
and had a very well-educated and wealthy family. Martha said 
she had a brother who was a lawyer in Brazil aisd a sister,
